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ELECTION COMMISSION OF INDIA 
NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi the 15th March, 2000 

O. N. 26(E).—^Whereas, the President of India has by notification under section 12 of the Representation of the 
People Aci 1951 (43 of 1951), published in the Gazette of India Extraordinary dated 7th March, 2000, called upon the 
elected members of the Andhra Pradesh Legislative Assembly to elect 6 members to the Council of States; and 

Whereas, in pursuance of the provisions of sub-section (1) of section 39 of the Representation of the People Aci 
1951, the Election Commission vide its Notification No. 318/2/2000(1) dated 7th March, 2000, published in the Gazette 
of India, Extraordinary dated 7th March, 2000 had appointed the 17th March, 2000, as the last date for the withdrawal 
of candidatures; and 

Whereas, the Chief Electoral Officer, Andhra Pradesh has reported to the Commission vide his message No. 
655/Elecs. F/2000-36 dated 14th March, 2000, that the State Government vide its notification dated 13th March, 2000 
declared 17lh March. 2000 as public holiday in terms of section 25 of the Negotiable Instruments Act, 1881; 

Now, therefore, the Commission, in exercise of the powers conferred on it by Article 324 of the Constitution of 
India, read with sub-section (1) of section 3 9 ofthe Representation of the People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951), section21 of the 
General Clauses Act 1897 (10 of 1897) and all other powers enabling it in this behalf hereby directs that its aforesaid 
notification dated 7th March, 2000, shall be amended as follows— 

For sub-clause (c) of clause (A) of the said notification, the following sub-ciause shall be substituted— 

“(c) the 18th March, 2000 (Staturday), as the last date for the withdrawal of candidatures.”
